- After the 
continuance of almoſt four hours, cn a ſudden all was whilſt 
and ſtill ; which put ſome, into a great admiration, 'which 
might have been ſpared, had they conſidered what the Holy 
Scriptures faith , That both Winds and Wawes,and all Created 
thin s obey, and. at the woice of | God deſiſt to; rage. 

"The next; morning being very fair , ſeveral went to view 
thi Ruines, and take a particular account.'of the Damages 
done,as well. in the City as other Villages 3 which they found 
to. be very great, and that the loſs and ſpoil of Hay, »Corn, 
and Cattle onely, amounted to; halt a Million ; andrhe Da. 
mages the Churches, Houſes, . Out-houſes, and Barns: had 
Juſt tained at the; loweſt value, about one Million more. It 
1s 38 faid there was about Sixty perſons killed; and about a hun- 
'dred wounded,with the fall of Hail, Tiles; Stones, and Fimber.
